Commuters complain 
of large potholes on 
busy stretch of road

THOUSANDS of com¬ 
muters who travel be¬ 
tween Dorchester and 
Weymouth every day 
dodging increasingly 
large holes in the 
county town’s busiest 
roundabout are hoping 
it will soon be repaired. 

The holes started 
more than a month ago 
with bikers and cyclists 
particularly at risk. 

One of the largest, on 
the Weymouth Road 


exit, is now four feet 
across and up to two 
inches deep. 

A smaller diameter 
hole, on the approach 
onto the roundabout 
from the East is around 
six inches deep. Kerb- 
ing is missing from an 
island adjoining it. 

There have been 
complaints about the 
road surface on the by¬ 


pass since it was resur¬ 
faced towards the end 
of last year - with sev¬ 
eral attempts to solve 
flooding at the mid¬ 
way point on the east¬ 
ern section of the road. 

“It used to be that, if 
you were careful, you 
could get your wheels 
either side of the hole 
by the exit, travelling 
to Weymouth, but now

that’s almost impossi¬ 
ble and I often hit it,” 
said one worker who 
travels daily to offices 
at Monkton Park just 
outside Dorchester. 

“You can feel it on 
the steering in the car, 
but I dread to think of 


the effect it might have 
on motorcyclists.” 

‘Temporary road sur¬ 
face’ signs were 
erected to warn of the 
problem - but have 
now been removed.

• TELL us more about your time in Sri Lanka... 

I quickly became a volunteer with Sarvodaya, a 
long-standing Sri Lankan organisation which 
works on Buddhist-Gandhian principles, sup¬ 
porting some 15,000 villages to become more 
self-sufficient, from the bottom up.

surface dressing programme, just about to get 
underway across the county, could solve the prob¬ 
lems. 

A dedicated team of 20 people, one spray tanker, 
two purpose built chipping spreaders, six lorries 
feeding chippings, one roller and two suction 
road sweepers, is making its way across the 
county. 

Around 70 sites are due to be treated with sur¬ 
face dressing to seal them from water and prolong 
their life by up to ten years as part of this year’s 
£2million programme of work. 

Andrew Martin, Dorset County 
Council head of highways said: “Sur¬ 
face dressing is an essential part of our 
annual programme of work - it keeps 
an already structurally strong road in a 
strong condition for longer. 

“It complements our patching and 
resurfacing programmes, which to¬ 
gether keep our roads in as good a con¬ 
dition as possible with the budget we 
have available.” 

But he warns drivers that roads will 
need to be closed during the works and 
is appealing for motorists to obey any 
temporary speed restrictions which are 
put in place. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Dorset 
County Council Cabinet member for 
environment, said: “Surface dressing is 
quick and vehicles can drive on the sur¬ 
face straight afterwards - please bear 


with us during these short road closures. 

“I’d also like to ask drivers to adhere to the ad¬ 
visory 20mph signs that we leave in place - it’s to 
prevent skidding on the loose chippings, it helps 
'bed down' the material and it will also save your 
paint work.” 

Loose chippings are swept up one or two days 
after the work, and a week after if needed. Sites 
are revisited after three months to check on the 
chippings and road condition.

Fraudsters targeting 
elderly in phone scam

DORSET Police are warning of a 
fresh scam being carried out by 
fraudsters across the county. 

They pretend to be from a bank, 
stating that the account holder is 
due new credit or debit cards but 
they need the PIN for the current 
cards so that they can be can¬ 
celled. 

The caller states the new cards 
will be with the customer the fol¬ 
lowing day. If a victim queries 
the caller, the victim is told that 
the local branch manager will 
ring to confirm the authenticity. A 
subsequent call is made to the ac¬ 
count holder and they confirm the 
previous caller’s details. 

The victim then receives a fur¬ 
ther call from the offenders, ask¬ 
ing if they have received their 
new cards. When the householder 
says that they have not received 
them the offender then says that 
the bank will send a courier to de¬ 
liver the new cards and collect the 
old ones. 

Later that day, a person will 
turn up at the address, stating 
they are a courier. They give the 
victim the ‘new’ cards and collect 
the old ones. Shortly after this 
transaction, fraudulent activity is 
recorded on the account both on¬ 
line and at local ATMs. 

Police say that since 2014 eld¬ 
erly and vulnerable people in 


Dorset has cost local people 
nearly £1,100,000. 

So far this year, Dorset Police 
has received 27 reports of phone 
fraud between January 1st to 
April 25th, compared to 407 re¬ 
ports for the same period last 
year. 

The victims, who are on aver¬ 
age 79-years-old, have lost a 
combined total of £43,812 this 
year, compared to £420,500 for 
the same period last year: a re¬ 
duction of over 90 per cent. Nine 
phone fraud victims have lost 
money to criminals, compared to 
35 in 2015. 

This type of phone fraud has 
been reported in Poole, 
Bournemouth, Christchurch, Fer- 
ndown, Portland and Bridport. 

Detective Sergeant Garry 
Knight, of Bournemouth Crimi¬ 
nal Investigation Department 
(CID), said: “We are pleased that 
there are considerably fewer vic¬ 
tims than last year, however, we 
want this crime to stop com¬ 
pletely, so that unscrupulous 
fraudsters don’t get away with 
stealing money from elderly and 
vulnerable people. 

“Telephone fraud has tradition¬ 
ally been a faceless crime, but 


criminals are now defrauding vic¬ 
tims over the phone before col¬ 
lecting their cash cards in person. 
This poses all kinds of risks to the 
individual concerned, let alone 
the financial losses they will 
incur if they are conned. 

“We want people to tell their 
friends, family members and 
neighbours that they should never 
give out bank account details, in¬ 
cluding their Personal Identifica¬ 
tion Number (PIN), over the 
phone. 

“Nobody, no matter which or¬ 
ganisation they claim to be from, 
will ask you for bank details over 
the phone or on your doorstep. 
This includes the police, banks 
and retailers. 

“If people start asking for per¬ 
sonal details - make you hang up, 
dial 1471 and note the number, 
then call the police immediately 
on 101 to report it.”

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Crime on the rise 


SEXUAL offences, robbery and vio¬ 
lence have all increased in Dorset, 
compared to last year. 

The increase has been recorded by 
the Office for National Statistics 
which notes an overall rise in reports 
of crime by eight per cent to 40,110 
offences last year. It is the first year 
in 18 years that overall crime has in¬ 
creased in the county. 

The rise is one of the biggest per¬ 
centage increases in the country and

is two per cent, or 25per cent above 
the South West average increase of 6 
per cent. 

Robbery went up by 14 per cent in 
Dorset with 189 offences and almost 
half the overall figures were for theft, 
while sexual offences increased by 
24 per cent to 1,098. 

Domestic burglary offences fell by 
four per cent during the year.

Where reputation matters 
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Sam retires from a long and happy career 


AFTER more than 40 years in the legal profession, SAM HALFORD, 
from Weymouth, has decided to take early retirement. 

Over the years he has come across many interesting cases during 
his time as a legal advisor in local magistrates 7 courts. 

He shares some of his stories here, with HARRY WALTON 


W HEN Sam Halford decided to 
apply for a job at Weymouth 
Magistrates Court little did he 
know he would still be there nearly 40 
years later. 

He rose over the years to become a 
legal advisor to the local magistrates’ 
courts, but still remembers his first day 
back in 1977. 

New job 

Sam, 58, said: “My father and I were 
having what you’d call a “frank discus¬ 
sion” about my getting a job and my re¬ 
sponse was to pick up a paper, point at 
a vacancy and say ‘that’s for me’. 

“I applied, got an interview with Clerk 
to the Justices Geoffrey Nightingale - 
which was very brief and very reassur¬ 
ing - and he said I had got the job and 
when could I start?” 

He ended up working in almost every 
area of the court, getting promoted in 
the late 1980s. 

Sam said: “I then applied for various 
jobs as a legal advisor. At one point I 
had applied for five jobs and been of¬ 
fered all five. I eventually chose 
Bournemouth and spent 12 years there 
before returning to Weymouth in 1997 
and I’ve been here ever since.” 

He has some striking memories of his 
career, none more so than one of the 
very first courts that he had to take 
charge of. 

Sam said: “It was a court where the 
magistrates, myself, the Press and the 


defendant each had a table to sit at, a 
typical little rural court with no dock 
and no bench. 

“Anyway, the charge was parking on 
a Pelican crossing which the defendant, 
a large man, had pleaded not guilty to - 
I think he said he’d just been shopping 
for a few minutes. The magistrates 
heard his case and found him 
guilty....but he couldn’t handle that. 

“Suddenly he just picked up his table 
and threw it at me. I went over back¬ 
wards into the magistrates, the magis¬ 
trates went over backwards and all of us 
literally crawled out of the back door on 
all fours while two police officers 
jumped on the man. 

“It was early on in my career but I 
have never forgotten that incident be¬ 
cause, while it was violent, it was not in¬ 
timidating and I always smile when I 
think of it.” 

Tense 

If that memory was a little humorous 
then the most tense case Sam said he 
ever handled wasn’t a murder but a man 
being fined for having a dangerous dog. 

Sam said: “It was a tiny court, every¬ 
one was very close to everyone else, and 
you could hear a pin drop. 


“An elderly woman out walking her 
little dog had it set upon by a large dog 
which killed her pet so, when she at¬ 
tended the case, from her point of view 
it was dealing with the murder of her 
dog. 

“She cried throughout the case, every¬ 
one was a bag of nerves and, when the 
owner of the dangerous dog was fined, 
the elderly woman stood up, burst into 
tears and collapsed. 

“Everyone rushed to help her includ¬ 
ing the defendant and we all needed a 
cup of tea after that. 

“Those two cases - the parking fine 
and the dog - have always stuck with 
me.” 

During his long career Sam has taken 
cases in 14 different magistrates courts. 

He said: “Many of the courts were 
only held once a month and so were oc¬ 
casions to meet old friends in the legal 
profession who you might only see a 
few times a year. 

“Dorset was a court circuit where there 
was always a friendly professional bond 
and I will miss it greatly.” 

But Sam won’t have as much spare 
time for his hobbies of sailing, golf and 
photography as he thought because his

The Chilcott family now run a 
mixed 500 acre holding at 
Glebe Farm, Owermoigne, 
growing crops, fattening 100 
beef cattle and specialising in 
producing 2,000 free range 
turkeys for the Christmas mar¬ 
ket. 

In accepting his presidential 
role, Mr Chilcott said he was 
keen to encourage young people 


across Dorset to get involved in 
the society and the show itself. 

“We have had an excellent re¬ 
sponse and support to our 1840 
Education Fund appeal, which 
is designed to provide education 
for schoolchildren within 
Dorset to gain knowledge in 
agriculture, horticulture and 
other rural enterprises.

■ BINGO and the need to get pension¬ 
ers to calm down is the subject of this 
week's Growing Old Disgracefully spot. 

A trip to get their eyes down for a full 
house is the highlight of the week for 
many elderly people, but some have 
been getting a bit too rowdy. 

Apparently two fat ladies caused a riot 
which was unlucky for some who found 
themselves under doctor's orders after 
grandma got frisky! 

All too often pensioners try to fill out 
multiple cards and, what with poor eye¬ 
sight, shaking hands and spilt Mackeson 
dribbling everywhere, there have been 
a few false calls for "house" leading to 
disgraceful exchanges of language, 
heckling and some vicious throwing of 
Mint Imperials. 

Organisers have had to crack down on 
potential trouble by rearranging seating 
so persistent offenders will find them¬ 
selves "all alone number 1" with their 
chair strategically placed so they can't 
deliver a smack with their walking stick 
to any fellow bingo goer who annoys 
them. 

It does make sense. People say the eld¬ 
erly are old enough to know better but 
reality indicates that you are never too 
old to misbehave! 


Could this be the answer to mess problem? 


AT long last the gloves are off 
and there could be a sharper 
fines system for people who 
dump litter or careless dog own¬ 
ers who don’t clean up their 
pet’s mess. 

Previously there has been a lot 
of huffing and puffing by the 
council over these annoying 
and disgusting problems but 
very little effective action with 
almost no prosecutions. 

But all that might be about to 
change if a private company is 


used to increase the number of 
fixed penalty notices for dog 
fouling and litter offences 
across Weymouth and Portland. 

It could have a dramatic effect 
in improving our local environ¬ 
ment because other councils 
using such companies have 
seen a 20-fold increase in fines. 

Some might argue that such a 
crackdown will be overbearing, 
but the twin problems of litter 
and dog mess have been around 
more than long enough for of¬ 


fenders to mend their ways. 

There is not the slightest sign 
of that happening with thou¬ 
sands of homes across the bor¬ 
ough having to cope with litter 
blown or thrown into their gar¬ 
dens while pavements outside 
their homes are turned into a 
hopscotch assault course to 
avoid piles of dog faeces. 

Only the other day I was driv¬ 
ing along and saw one dog 
owner jerked to a halt as their 
animal suddenly decided to go 


to the toilet. The dog finished, 
the owner encouraged their dog 
to move on and the mess was 
just left there on the pavement. 
No attempt was made to clear it 
up. That task will fall to the 
poor person whose front gate 
was next to the mess. 

So I totally support the coun¬ 
cil and really encourage them to 
take on such a private company 
to put teeth into the enforce¬ 
ment of laws that people should 
be obeying anyway. 


Pensioners 
not impressed 
with'benefits' 

WEYMOUTH and Portland pen¬ 
sioners are up in arms over Gov¬ 
ernment comments about the 
pension "benefits" they receive. 

I have been contacted by a 
number of elderly people 
whose anger can be summed 
up by one who said: "I think the 
point we are all trying to make, 
as OAPs, is that it is an insult to 
all of us who probably were 
never on benefits in our lives. 

"That is why, while working, 
we all paid into our pensions. 

"This sort of wording could 
alienate pensioners as already 
people on welfare complain 
that OAPs get too much 'bene¬ 
fits'. 

"They should be reminded 
that this country is rich on the 
backs of the present OAPs and 
the Government has a right 
nerve calling our pension a 
'benefit'. We should start a cam¬ 
paign to stop it." 

So there you have it. Downing 
Street messes with the elderly at 

its peril.and there's clearly no 

"benefits" in doing that! 


Last chance for park and ride to prove its worth 


THIS column recently highlighted the de¬ 
serted park and ride facility at Mount Pleas¬ 
ant in Weymouth which the county council 
was attempting to assess, improve and make 
better use of. 

Transport experts now tell me it has 
emerged that the park and ride will open for 
the Spring Bank Holiday at the end of May 
and will be operated initially as before with 
dedicated buses provided by DCC. 

From Sunday, June 12th, the car park will 


be free but First Wessex bus service 2 will 
stop near the roundabout at the approach to 
the Park and Ride every 10 minutes during 
weekdays. 

New bus stops are to be located there and 
car drivers and their passengers will then 
pay the bus fare of £3 return into Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Bus-pass holders will travel free, but there 
will be a special ticket for up to five people 
to travel together on the bus for £6 return. 


This could potentially be much more at¬ 
tractive to drivers looking to avoid Wey¬ 
mouth’s congested town centre, but we will 
have to wait and see. 

The proof of the park and ride pudding 
will be in its success during peak summer 
visitor time because sporadic use and vast 
unused spaces could spell a death knell for 
the facility which really has to succeed if it 
is to have any impact on town centre pollu¬ 
tion and traffic levels.

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5 TIPS ABOUT ELECTRIC UNDERFLOOR HEATING 


ONE: An electric underfloor heating system (also 
known as a dry system) radiates heat through a 
series of wires in the floor. It's either a mat, which 
is best for large spaces because it can be rolled 
out to cover an entire floor, or a cable/loose-fit 
system (individual wires). This is a flexible solu¬ 
tion for smaller and awkwardly shaped rooms, 
such as bathrooms, where there's no need to 
heat the floor under the basin and bath. Heating 
mats should be laid on a finished subfloor, such 
as plywood, and encased in a flexible levelling 
compound or flexible tile adhesive, while 
cable/loose-fit systems should be encased in the 
finishing screed of a concrete floor. 


TWO: One of the benefits 
of underfloor heating is 
that there's more free wall space than with radi¬ 
ators. Another benefit is that the room is heated 
more evenly - with radiators, you get cold spots. 
Radiant heat (produced by underfloor heating) 
is the most efficient form of heat distribution, 
and airborne dust is greatly reduced, which is 
good for allergy sufferers. Underfloor heating 
works at a lower temperature to radiators, so a 
well-insulated home is vital to prevent heat loss 
(see below).

THREE: Electric underfloor systems can work 
with most types of floor covering 
(check when you buy if in doubt), 
from carpet, vinyl and wood, to ce¬ 
ramic tiles and natural stone, but 
it's important to get the right 
wattage. A 100W mat can be used 
to take the chill off cold floor tiles, 
while a 150W mat can be used as a 
primary heating source, providing 
adequate insulation is in place. For 
areas of high heat loss, such as con¬ 
servatories, a 200W mat is needed. 
You can adjust the temperature 
easily from a thermostat (a smart

FOUR: A poorly insulated home loses lots of 
heat, reducing the effectiveness of any under¬ 
floor heating system. If the floor isn't insulated 
sufficiently, for example, the underfloor heating 
will heat the earth below, as well as the room 
above, which no one wants. Whether you're fit¬ 
ting an electric or wet underfloor system, ensure 
you insulate underthe heat¬ 
ing elements sufficiently, 
and insulate elsewhere in 
the home as much as possi¬ 
ble to get maximum benefit. 

FIVE: If you're a competent 
and experienced DIYer, you 
could fit electric underfloor 
heating yourself, as long as a 
qualified electrician con¬ 
nects the system to the 
mains supply and thermo¬ 
stat.

HOW-TO TIP: Fillers, even ones designed for 
deep gaps, usually need to be built up in layers 
to get a good finish. Wood filler tends to dry 
quickly, but may not be as hard as it seems if the 
repair's deep - sanding it is the acid test. Similarly, 
wall filler (even a quick-drying one) may take 
much longer than the recommended time to 
harden fully, especially if you've had to build it 
up, so allow plenty of time before sanding or the 
filler may sag.

VOLKSWAGEN Commercial 
Vehicles is raising the bar, with 
its premium pick-up, the 
Amarok, set to gain a bigger 
'heart'and enhance its perform¬ 
ance potential, thanks to the 
latest generation of Volkswagen 
V6 engines. Drivers of the 
Amarok can look forward in fu¬ 
ture to an additional litre of dis¬ 
placement offered by the 
3.0-litre engine, while the pick¬ 
up will continue to boast im¬ 
pressive on- as well as off-road 
capability. Its new engine will 
deliver 550 Nm of torque and 
has an output of 224 PS. 

Robust and reliable: the new 
agile V6 diesel engine for the 
Amarok meets the customer re¬ 
quirement for high torque at 
low engine speeds. The power¬ 
ful top-of-the-line six-cylinder 
engine produces its maximum 
torque at only 1,500 rpm. At 550 
Nm, this maximum torque is 
also 130 Nm higher than in the 
previous model.

Way leaves a good impression

MY response when I’m found to 
be wrong by my wife is to admit 
it and say that the last time I made 
an error was wrong about any¬ 
thing was in 1955! 

However, hearing Darren Way 
address a meeting of the Bridport 
Glovers Supporters Club recently, 

1 am happy to acknowledge I was 
wrong. 

Way, along with his assistant 
Terry Skiverton, chairman John 
Fry and midfielder Matty Dolan 
were in Bridport conducting a 
Q&A session as recompense for 
not being able to make their an¬ 
nual dinner in November when 
they had to cancel on the day. 

I was one of 98 per cent who felt 
he was the wrong choice when 
Paul Sturrock was sacked when 
they were rock bottom of League 

2 and looking certain relegation 
candidates for the third consecu¬ 
tive season 


However having heard the 
diminutive former midfielder 
speak on a number of subjects 
from how he turned the Glovers 
fortunes around at Christmas, to 
discipline, and plans for next sea¬ 
son, I was happy to stand up at the 
meeting and apologise having 
poured scorn on his appointment 
in my column. 

Whilst he speaks in an almost 
monotonic voice, which made me 
wonder beforehand how he had 
managed to inspire the same play¬ 
ers to retrieve the situation, he 
spoke confidently, was very 
knowledgeable and most of all, 
passionate about what he is doing. 

He spoke about leading an ex¬ 
ample to everyone in the club. To 
him, everything is achievable 
within the confines of the budget. 

He certainly spoke like he 
played; from the front. He was 
prepared to show the players and 


staff his desire and expected 
everyone in the club to show the 
same. 

Way addressing around 50 fans 
said: It’s been tough over the last 
two years. I was part of the club 
and led us out in the first game in 
the Football League (he captained 
the side in place of the injured 
Skiverton at Rochdale in 2003), 
and ended up having the respon¬ 
sibility of keeping the club from 
dropping out this season.” 

He said that the first thing he 
had to do was change the environ¬ 
ment at the club, both on and off 
the pitch, and that having now 
done that, the club has the chance 
to stick together and build for 
next year. 

“I am my own man and with my 
work rate, passion, desire and 
emotional attachment, I have the 
opportunity to take the club for¬ 
ward. I’m not scared of the task 


ahead.” 

Assistant manager Skiverton 
explained his work ethic and how 
he turned the team around by his 
actions. He said: “One of the first 
things he did was to ensure the 
place was spotless and led from 
the front by getting down on his 
hands and knees and scrubbing 
the floors. 

He introduced “buzz words” 
and when we had training on 
Christmas morning he and I were 
out on the 3G pitch putting out 
the cones in the dark so training 
could start immediately. He en¬ 
sures player’s time, whether on 
the pitch or in the classroom is 
used to the maximium. 

Chairman Fry said it was harder 
to stay in the league that get pro¬ 
moted and congratulated his man¬ 
ager and staff saying: “It’s an 
absolutely brilliant achievement 
by Darren and his team to do 


what he has done and in such a 
short time. 

“He is well coached and totally 
committed and has proved to be 
exactly the right man for the job. 
He’s also very technical and tac¬ 
tical” 

He also praised Skiverton for 
his coaching ability and credited 
him for the improvement, partic¬ 
ularly in defence. 

He went on to explain some of 
the problems in running a football 
club and why he is encouraging 
everyone to renew their season 
tickets despite an increase, to en¬ 
sure the club can be more com¬ 
petitive following the 
introduction of the Financial Fair 
Play regulations.
